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A WOMAN who has suffered 
three incidents of racial abuse 
in the past seven months says 
the problem is getting so bad 
she feels threatened walking 
alone in her home town. 

Margaita Lown, 35, has lived in 
Haverhill for the past six years, 
but says she has had enough of 
racist abuse directed not only at 
her, but also at her two white 
stepsons. 

On the last occasions she says she ran 
for her life after being chased by three 
hooded youths who called her a “Paki” 
and said they were going to beat her up. 

She said: “Is it going to take a black 
person to be stabbed around here before 
something is done about it? 

“This third incident was the final straw, 
I literally ran for my life because I could 
not see their faces and I did not know if 
they had knives. I was terrified. 

“I am disgusted by it and I want people 
to know about the racism here in Hav¬ 
erhill. I am black and proud of it. 

“I was born in this country, I am English 
and I have as much right to walk about 
without being threatened as anyone else 
does.

Trainer stole 
from children 


A DISGRACED majorette 
trainer who has admitted 
stealing from children for 
a second time was told 
by a judge that she had 
only escaped jail because 
of her medical history. 

Jacqueline Gehring was 
given a one-year prison 
sentence, suspended for a one 
year, after appearing at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The 32 year old, of Chapel 
Road, Ridgewell, had admitted 
three charges involving the 
theft of £3,600 from an Essex 
majorette troupe last year. 

The money was to have paid 
for caravan accommodation 
for members of the troupe, 
aged between 4 and 17, when 
they took part in a 
competition. 

John Donnelly, prosecuting, 
said Gehring paid the money 
into her own bank account and 
spent some of it. 

Gehring had suffered from 
psychiatric problems for many 
years which affected her 
health. 

Rex Bryan, defending, said a 
number of parents and

children had written letters of 
support for her and she wanted 
to continue working as a 
trainer. 

He said: “She should never 
have been involved on the fin¬ 
ancial side, because she gets 
into a complete mess and does 
not know how to get out of it. 

“She should have put the 
money into a separate account 
so that it was ring-fenced, but 
she put it into her own account 
and spent some of it. 

“She has suffered from re¬ 
current depression that affects 
her health.” 

The court was told that a 
confiscation order is being 
sought under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Mr Bryan said although she 
was living on benefits, Gehring 
would attempt to pay back 
what she could. 

He asked that no curfew be 
imposed on Gehring, as her 
daughter was very sick with a 
heart murmur and other con¬ 
ditions which meant she often 
had to be taken to hospital. 

Appearing for sentence at 


Chelmsford this week, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub QC said: “It 
is a mean matter, stealing 
people’s holiday money. 

“You have behaved disgrace¬ 
fully, stealing in effect those 
children’s holiday money. 

“The only fair way of dealing 
with you is by suspending the 
prison sentence I feel this be¬ 
haviour merits. 

“A further punishment as a 
mark of your shame is a pro¬ 
hibited entry requirement 
which means you cannot go to 
any licensed premises such as 
pubs or nightclubs where 
alcohol is served on the 
premises, which means your 
social life will be curtailed for 
three months. 

“If anyone asks why, they will 
be told it is because you are a 
thief stealing from children. 

“Were it not for your medical 
history I would send you 
straight to prison and if 
anything like this occurs again, 
that is where you will go.” 

Gehring was previously 
jailed for nine months by mag¬ 
istrates at Sudbury in January 
2001 after she admitted 
stealing more than £5,000 from 
the New Image Majorette 
troupe in Haverhill.

“I don’t have a racist 
bone in my body, my 
husband is white and 
my foster mother is 
white. I do not judge 
people by the colour of 
their skin.” 

She said the first 
incident happened 
when she was with her 
15-month-old daughter, 
walking near the doc¬ 
tor’s. A young boy 
turned to his mother 
and said something 


offensive about her 
daughter. 

“The mother said 
nothing and I could not 
believe it.” 

She added her sons 
had been taunted in the 
playground about her 
ethnicity. 

“My whole family is 
British, I was born in 
Bedford and I have 
never come across this 
kind of blatant racism 
before. It has got worse 
since the recession. 


“People are struggling 
and it is almost like 
foreigners against locals 
round here. I have never 
felt intimidated in my 
own country before. 

“The police have been 
very good when I have 
reported incidents, but I 
don’t think the law is 
strong enough to deal 
with this kind of 
racism.” 

Haverhill police sec¬ 
tor commander Insp 
Andrew Mason con¬ 


firmed two incidents 
had been reported. 

He said: “We would 
strongly condemn any 
racism and would like to 
hear from anyone who 
has experienced inci¬ 
dents of this kind. 

“We take this very ser¬ 
iously and I think the 
majority of people in 
Haverhill would be horr¬ 
ified by racism. 

“In the last 12 months 
there have been seven 
reported racial incidents 


in Haverhill, compared 
to 15 the year before, 
showing we have more 
than halved it, so stat¬ 
istically it is a downward 
trend.”

Do a good deed to 
celebrate St George 


Did you know today is St George’s Day? You’d be forgiven if you 
didn’t, given the lack of events to honour it. JACK GROVE asks 
why we don’t celebrate England’s patron saint’s day. 



Dragon slayer: St George, the patron saint of England, is renowned for his good deeds. 


I F you are looking to 
attend a St George’s 
Day celebration today 
you might be searching a 
long time. 

There are very few taking 
place and none organised by 
Cambridgeshire’s local 
authorities. 

While we are happy to belt 
out the national anthem 
before an England football or 
rugby match, or revel in the 
cricket team’s success in The 
Ashes, the English’s patriotism 
is hard to see on St George’s 
Day 

Indeed, it’s no exaggeration 
to say the boisterous drinking 
of St Patrick’s Day is celebrated 
more than the non-event of 
April 23. 

Now community leaders 
want more to be done to 
celebrate England’s patron 
saint - and have launched a 
quest to find out what people 
think should be done. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is urging residents to 
follow St George’s legendary 
example by doing a good deed. 
In lieu of slaying a dragon, it 
suggests making a donation to 
charity, giving up time to 
support a voluntary project, or 
simply making someone a cup 
of tea. 

Cllr Tony Orgee, council 
chairman, said: “It is such a 
simple idea and I would like to 
think reflects all that being 
English stands for. 

“Despite our reputation for 
stiff upper lips and reserve, I 
think we all in our hearts know 
we would help people where 
we can. 

“In the past there has been a 
great reluctance, almost 
embarrassment, about 
celebrating our patron saint’s 
day - in marked contrast to the 
Irish, Welsh or Scottish. We 
would like to think the idea of 
doing a good deed could catch 
on around the whole of the 
country” 

People sent in ideas for 
parades, giant tea parties and 
examples of local dancing 
when asked what should be 
done by the county council. 

Ely and District Scouts will 
hold a St George’s Day parade 
on Sunday with 400 youngsters 
flying their colours, led by the 
Littleport Band. Ely mayor Cllr 
Sheila Friend-Smith will greet 
them at Palace Green. 

But no civic event is planned 
in Cambridge. 


Liberal Democrats on 
Cambridge City Council, 
which meets tonight, want that 
to change. 

Kings Hedges councillor 
Mike Pitt sparked a debate on 
the issue by putting forward a 
motion calling for the 
authority to examine ways to 
mark the day in the future. 

He said: “St George is a 
symbol of multiculturalism. He 
is not only the patron Saint of 
England but of many other 
cities and countries in Europe 
and the Middle East. 

“He is tightly connected to 
English tradition, yet was also a 
Roman soldier from the 
Middle East. 

“Celebrating April 23 is 
particularly appropriate as 
England’s national day 
because of its associations with 
Shakespeare’s birthday, and 
the UNESCO International 
Day of the Book. 

“Cambridge is an important 
city with its strong connections 
to education and books. It 
would be wonderful if we 
could stage a celebration that 
everyone could take part in 
regardless of nationality or 
religion.” 


Perhaps part of the problem 
lies with the remote figure of St 
George, who wasn’t even 
English and, despite it being 
his trademark act, did not 
actually slay any dragons. 

A respected Roman soldier, 
St George was executed for 
refusing to bow down to 
Roman Emperor Diocletian 
and denounce his Christian 
beliefs. 

Bestowing all his wealth to 
the poor, his courage inspired 
leaders across the world, 
including King Richard who 
declared St George as 
England’s patron saint. Henry 
III announced the Feast of St 
George should be celebrated 
on the date of the noble 
soldier’s death - April 23. 

It is these distant links to 
England that are perhaps why 
40 per cent of people have no 
idea of who he is, according to 
a new poll by This England 
magazine, while one in eight 
people say they find it 
embarrassing or distasteful to 
see the Union Flag flying. 

Editor Stephen Garnett said: 
“St George stands for 
everything that makes this 
country great - freedom of 


expression, helping those less 
fortunate, tolerance of other 
people’s beliefs, kindness, and 
standing up for what you 
believe to be right. It’s a 
travesty that this is being 
forgotten.” 

However, villagers in 
Waterbeach will be among 
those celebrating St George’s 
Day. 

The village’s Beach Social 
Club will host its second 
annual sausage competition, 
in which the county’s top 
butchers will compete for the 
coveted St George’s Day trophy, 
currently held by Bent and 
Cornwall of Ely 

Coton’s Morris Men will also 
provide some traditional fen 
entertainment as the 
celebrations continue into the 
evening. 

Club steward Nigel Wooll 
said: “We are English and we 
should celebrate it. We seem to 
promote every other saint’s 
day Other countries are not 
afraid of celebrating their 
national days, so why shouldn’t 
we? 

“We should be proud of our 
own country because there is a 
lot to celebrate about it.”

A WIDOW was left dis¬ 
traught after receiving a 
letter addressed to her 
late husband which 
offered him life in¬ 
surance. 

May Prior, 69, lost her 
husband Laurence just two 
weeks after he was diagnosed 
with cancer almost four years 
ago. 

She then moved to Haver¬ 
hill with her daughter Reb¬ 
ecca three years ago and 
cannot understand how the 
letter came to be addressed to 
her husband, as he had never 
lived in the town. 

The letter from Sun Life 
Direct was addressed to “Mr 
Prior Deed” and urged him to 
secure valuable life cover, 
asking: “Could you spare 25p 
a day for those you love?” 

Rebecca rang the company 
on the day the letter arrived, 
because her mother was so 
upset, but said the person she 
spoke to was rude and 
unsympathetic, saying her 
mother would be taken off the 
mailing list before hanging up 
the phone. 

Mrs Prior is angry and 
upset to have received the 
letter. 

She said: “I still think about 
him every day and it really did

upset me to receive this. It is 
obvious that the ‘Deed’ stands 
for deceased. How can they 
send a letter to a dead person? 

“How they got his name I 
don’t know, because he never 
lived here. I feel quite 
concerned about it.” 

This isn’t the first time they 
have had to get Mr Prior’s 
name removed from a mail¬ 
ing list. Just after his death, 
Mrs Prior had to contact 
another firm after an un¬ 
welcome piece of mail for her 
husband arrived. 

A furious Rebecca said of 
the recent letter: “It is ironic 
that it was life insurance they 
were offering. I was fuming 
and I asked them if they 
realised how stupid they were 
sending a letter to a dead 
person. 

“My father died suddenly 
and I moved here with my 
mother to look after her. 

She is just starting to get 
over it and she found this

really distressing. 

“They have obviously just 
bought a mailing list from 
somewhere and they don’t 
seem to care about whether 
the information is correct.” 


A company spokesman said 
a letter of apology would be 
sent to Mrs Prior and an 
investigation was being 
conducted to find out how the 
error had occurred. 


Doctor runs around Paris for patients 


EXTRA equipment to 
help stroke patients 
recover will be bought 
for West Suffolk Hospital 
- thanks to the mara¬ 
thon efforts of a ded¬ 
icated junior doctor. 

Dr Julia Colston, 28, 
completed the Paris 
Marathon in five hours 
and 24 minutes on April 
5. 

The sponsorship 
money she has raised 


will be donated to the 
stroke rehabilitation 
ward at the Bury St 
Edmunds hospital, 
where she has been 
based for the past three 
months. The cash will 
be used to buy specialist 
chairs to help with 
rehabilitation. 

It is the fourth time 
that keen runner Dr 
Colston, who lives in 
Cambridge, has taken 


part in a 26.2-mile race. 

Last year she comp¬ 
leted a marathon at the 
end of the IronMan 
competition in Switz¬ 
erland and she has run 
in the London Mara¬ 
thon twice, raising more 
than £2,000 for charity. 

Dr Colston, whose 
training regime includes 
running around six 
miles three times a 
week, said: “I took part 


in the London Mara¬ 
thon twice before, so it 
was nice to go some¬ 
where different this 
time. 

“The Paris route was 
also much prettier and 
more scenic that the one 
in London, and went 
past all of the main sites 
and tourist hotspots. 

“I had a bit of a cold in 
the run up to the mara¬ 
thon so couldn’t train 


properly for six weeks, 
which made it much 
harder on the day. 

“The specialist equip¬ 
ment the sponsorship 
money will buy will 
prove hugely beneficial 
to our patients.” 

Dr Colston has raised 
around £500 for the 
ward so far.

SPEED limits on major 
roads in south Cam¬ 
bridgeshire could be cut 
in a bid to save lives. 

Highways bosses have 
begun looking at limits 
on some of the area’s 
most important routes, 
including the A505 
between Royston and 
Duxford and the AJO 
from Cambridge. 

The survey follows 
new guidelines issued by 
the Government last year 
and will take natural 
obstacles and changes in 
road conditions into acc¬ 
ount. 

Amanda Mays, head of 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s road safety 
engineering unit, said 
new limits would be 
brought in if they saved 
lives. 

Other roads on the list 
include the AJ307 bet¬ 
ween Haverhill and 
Cambridge. 

Ms Mays said: “We 
have an order-of-priority 
list of roads to reassess, 
but will get to all A and B 
roads in the county by 
20JJ. Clearly routes with 
high levels of fatality will 
be looked at first. 

“New speed limits are 
already operational on 
the AJ307, and our main 
aim is to make it so that 
when people drive on a 


road they can feel the 
speed limit is approp¬ 
riate. 

“So if you are driving 
through a village you’ll 
be going at 30mph, and if 
the road is bendy, or has 
a high accident rate it will 
vary accordingly.” 

Cllr Matt Bradney, the 
council’s infrastructure 
chief, said: “I think these 
guidelines are a good 
thing - there has been 
talk of nationwide chan¬ 
ges but at the end of the 
day you have to have the 
right speed limit for the 
right environment and 
these guidelines allow us 
to do that. 

“The AJ307 was the 
first road looked at, but 
there are a few more 
coming up. 

“But we won’t be in¬ 
troducing blanket red¬ 
uctions. We want to 
make it safer, not to 
make changes for the 
sake of it. There’s nothing 
more frustrating than 
having a speed limit 
which is inappropriate.” 

Highways chiefs across 
the border in Hertford¬ 
shire have so far rebuffed 
calls for a 50mph speed 
limit on a stretch of the 
A505 between Royston 
and Baldock, saying the 
accident statistics do not 
show a need for it.

Money is there 
to fix the roads

If money has been set aside for 
roads in Haverhill, why are so many 
still in need of repair. When will the 
work be completed? 

I would like to put the record 
straight, to share with your readers 
the 2008/2009 revenue budget 
monitoring statement, December 
31, 2008 records, which is produced 
by Suffolk County Council. 

Areas of under spend for 2008/2009 
include: 

■ £1 million on adult care services 
- yet despite this the Conservative- 
run council is determined to push 
up charges for home care. 

■ £2.2 million on environment and 
transport - despite an obvious lack 
of maintenance on roads, Haverhill 
in particular. 

■ £430,000 on bus transport - 
despite bus services being cut back 
due to a lack of finance. 

■ £780,000 on waste disposal - due 
to the high levels of recycling in 
Suffolk. 

The money is there and so many 
things desperately need doing. But 
the Conservatives would prefer to 
squirrel it away in reserves. 

I have no doubt that monies have 
been provided to fill holes, many of 
which could be describes as craters. 
Cllr Marks assures us that The £1 
million will be spent. The Labour 
group will be seeking some clarity 
on whether it has come from the 


reserve of £2.2 million or this year’s 
budget. 

Of course, you have to have monies 
in reserve, there is no question that 
it is what the electorate expects 
from responsible councillors and 
politicians. 

However, the figures shared have 
been put into a reserve of £74 
million. 

We pay our taxes to provide good 
services in all aspects of our needs 
in our communities. This is not the 
time to cut services, which impacts 


on employment and economic 
prosperity. 

I have been asked the question: If 
vehicles are damages by the bad 
road surfaces, who is responsible? 

I would suggest you contact your 
insurance companies and let your 
local councillor know of any such 
claims for us to monitor the 
situation.

Homes sales on rise - agents 


THE number of homes 
being sold in the region has 
risen - with March proving 
to be the best month for 
sales since June 2007, 
according to estate agents. 

Chris Carey, head of resi¬ 
dential at estate agents Bid- 
wells in Cambridge, said: 
“In March we sold more 
houses in the Cambridge 


and Cambridgeshire area 
than any month since June 
2007.” 

Mr Carey said one six- 
bedroom Victorian country 
house - Nine Wells House in 
Great Shelford - which is on 
the market at a guide price 
of £2 million has had 20 
viewings in the space of two 
weeks. 


Mr Carey said: “From the 
last quarter of 2008 to the 
first quarter of 2009 our new 
homes business is up 90 per 
cent quarter on quarter. If 
you compare that to the 
same quarter in 2008 it’s up 
by 40 per cent. 

“Sales of town houses and 
country houses are 26 per 
cent up on the last quarter 


of last year and 7 per cent 
up on first quarter of 2008.” 

Mr Carey said: “Prices 
have probably dropped 
around 20 per cent since 
the peak and buyers have 
now started seeing property 
prices become more 
realistic and affordable. 

“People are recognising it 
is a good time to get on the 


property ladder and we 
have had a mix of first-time 
buyers and investors, which 
is good news.” 

James Barnett, head of 
residential at estate agents 
Savills in Cambridge, said: 
“Our house sales are up on 
last month and are about 
the same as they were in the 
same month last year.”

Man spared prison 
for nightclub attack 


A MAN who had previously 
been cautioned for racism 
narrowly escaped jail for a 
vicious attack in a nightclub 
which left a Lithuanian man 
with serious injuries including 
a detached retina in his eye. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
Niall Collard, 20, caused serious 
injuries to his Lithuanian victim by 
repeatedly punching his head. Victim 
Rimgaudas Jurkus still suffers from 
problems with his sight 20 months 
after the attack. 

fudge David Goodin told Collard 
that the assault had been so serious 
that it clearly crossed the custody 
threshold but because of his age and 
an absence of previous court 
appearances the sentence would be 
suspended. 

Collard, of Mallow Walk, Haverhill, 


was sentenced to 32 weeks in prison, 
suspended for two years. In addition 
he was ordered to pay £2,000 
compensation to Mr furkus. 

Collard had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to a charge of assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm. 

Prosecutor Ros fones said that on 
that evening in July, 2007, Collard had 
been with friends at De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket. Collard, 
who had been drinking heavily, was 
struck by a bottle which had been 
thrown and he looked up to the 
gallery above where Mr furkus and a 
friend was standing. 

Miss Jones said that Collard 
shouted up to Mr Jurkus, who had 
just arrived on the balcony, and then 
confronted him demanding to know 
why he had thrown a bottle. Because 
he speaks little English, Mr Jurkus 
was unable to reply properly to the 
accusation. 


Half an hour later as he was 
walking along the club’s dance floor 
Mr Jurkus was struck by a blow from 
behind and turned to see that Collard 
had been responsible. 

Collard then swung a number of 
punches at Mr Jurkus’s head, striking 
him near his left eye and knocking off 
his glasses. Mr Jurkus tried to cushion 
the blows but he was struck again on 
the same part of his head before he 
managed to get away. 

Security staff were called and both 
Mr Jurkus, who had also been 
drinking, and Collard were escorted 
outside. When police arrived Collard 
said he blamed Mr Jurkus for the 
bottle being thrown and admitted he 
lost his temper when Mr Jurkus was 
unable, because of his limited grasp 
of English, to respond. 

Miss Jones said that Mr Jurkus, 22, 
chose to return to his native 
Lithuania to seek medical treatment. 


Doctors discovered that he had 
suffered a completely detached 
retina in his left eye which required 
surgery to correct. 

As a result of the injury Mr Jurkus 
continued to suffer pain in his eye, 
was unable to swim and could not 
use a computer for long periods. 

The court heard that although he 
had not previously appeared in court, 
Collard had twice been issued with a 
caution by police, once for shouting 
racist remarks outside a Portuguese- 
owned shop and another time for 
being involved in an incident outside 
De Niro’s. 

Collard was ordered to remain 
under probation service supervision 
for 12 months and to be subject to a 
7pm to 7am curfew seven days a 
week at his home address for the next 
16 weeks. He was also banned from 
entering De Niro’s nightclub for the 
next 12 months. 


Twist revealed in hospital’s phone fee controversy 


ADDENBROOKE’S has been 
criticised for leasing an office 
to a firm that provides 
bedside phones for patients 
- despite one of its governors 
branding its charges “horr¬ 
endous”. 

Hospedia, formerly Pat¬ 
ientline, has faced criticism 


over the cost of incoming 
calls on its phones, which are 
billed to the caller at 39p a 
minute off-peak and 49p at 
peak times. 

The hospital is currently 
deciding whether to follow 
Government guidance and 
let patients use mobiles on 


wards, which some believe 
will spell the end of bedside 
phones. 

At a governors’ meeting, 
Addenbrooke’s patient gov¬ 
ernor Mary Chaloner 
described the incoming call 
fees “a horrendous amount 
of money”. 


A spokesman for Hospedia 
said the outgoing calls were 
charged at the national rate 
of 1 Op a minute. 

He said trials were going 
on at some hospitals - but 
not Addenbrooke’s - on low¬ 
ering the cost of incoming 
calls, adding: “We are 


committed to bringing down 
prices and giving best value 
for money” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokes¬ 
man said: “Hospedia has 
proved popular with users 
and the cost of an outgoing 
call is less than using a pay¬ 
phone.” 


Gardeners get 
ready for market 

A GROUP which plans floral displays 
around town is preparing for its first event 
of the year - a gardeners’ market and car 
boot sale on Sunday, May 17. 

The Haverhill in Bloom group has 
already planted hundreds of bulbs around 
the town, as well as creating display beds, 
hanging baskets and planting trees. New 
projects planned for this year include more 
trees, new planted areas around town signs 
and work with schools to create comm¬ 
unity gardens. 

The gardeners’ market will be held from 
9am to 2pm, with boot sale pitches 
available for £5 on the day. All profits will 
go towards enhancing the town with 
flowers.

The planning committee objected to an 
application to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council by Frankie and Bennie’s to retain 
heated and illuminated parasols outside its 
restaurant in Ehringshausen Way, 
Haverhill, setting aside a planning 
condition that no loud speakers should be 
used for playing amplified music within 
the outside seating area. 

The town council objected to the playing 
of music outside the premises as it could 
encourage non patrons to congregate and 
would be likely to cause a public nuisance. 
It also asked that the parasols and heaters 
should not be used after 11pm in the 
evening.

TS been four years 
since Julie Spence 
took over 
Cambridgeshire’s top 
policing job. 

Since then the women’s 
champion has faced new and 
tough challenges including an 
influx of migrants, sex and 
labour trafficking and the use 
of controversial new weapons. 

Last week, Mrs Spence lost 
out on the post of president of 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO). 

But she says her heart is still 
in Cambridgeshire and spoke 
about how her officers now 
“feel proud” to be members of 
a “good police force”. 

Mrs Spence, who was put 
forward for the post by her 
colleagues, has also ruled out 
going for the deputy 
commissioner’s job at the 
Metropolitan Police after 
losing out to Sir Paul 
Stephenson for Britain’s top 
job. 

Northern Ireland police 
chief Sir Hugh Orde is the new 
ACPO president. 

Mrs Spence said: “Sir Hugh 
will be a great president and I 
wish him well. I am looking 
forward to carrying on my

work here in Cambridgeshire - 
there is still a lot to do. 

“The biggest challenge is to 
win people’s confidence and 
we can only do that by doing a 
great job. 

“After Soham we are dealing 
much more effectively with 
the media and giving more 
information to the public from 
when a body is found right 
through to the end of an 
investigation. 

“And it’s not just in the 
urban areas we have seen 
improvements. Rural 
communities often felt 
forgotten and we have done a 
lot of work stopping hare 
coursing and thefts of horse 
tack as well as other crimes 
associated with the 
countryside. 

“People have now got a 
force to be proud of. We 
always try to explain what we 


are doing and how we are 
doing it. Officers I have 
spoken to have told me ‘we are 
in a good force now’.” 

Mrs Spence, who became 
Chief Constable in December 
2005, gained a national profile 
after speaking out about an 
increase in migrant crime. 

She first sparked debate in 
September 2007 by raising the 
issue of the impact of 
immigration on 
Cambridgeshire which made 
it the fastest-growing county 
in the UK. 

It is now home to 93 
different cultures and 100 
different languages. 

Speaking last Thursday, she 
vowed to continue pressing 
the Government for extra cash 
to pay for more officers to deal 
with the increased population. 

Her renewed call came 
despite reports that migrants 


are leaving Cambridgeshire as 
developers cut back on 
building thousands of homes 
in the county due to the 
recession. 

And she has no regrets 
about highlighting the 
controversial subject. 

“We have had a mature 
debate and many people now 
realise what an important 
contribution migrant workers 
make to the economy 
particularly in somewhere like 
Cambridgeshire,” she said. 

“I have spoken to a lot of 
farmers who say they need 
these workers but I am 
concerned about the 
vilification they have received. 
They do need a level of 
support and that does come at 
a cost.” 

Mrs Spence has also backed 
the use of Tasers after her 
force received 150 of the stun 
guns from the Home Office. 

She said: “Batons and CS 
spray are not good for all 
situations. 

“Tasers are a safer option 
than firearms which would 
have been used in most 
situations where a taser is 
required. 

“It’s safer for officers and for 
the public.”

Wide choice of bulbs 
to plant for summer 


W e may still be admiring 
all our spring-flowering 
bulbs, as tulips and 
hyacinths come into their own, 
but if you want more bulbs in 
summer, it’s time to start planting 
them now. 

There’s a wealth of choice for both 
containers and borders, from 
fragrant lilies and dahlias, to 
cannas, gladioli, crocosmia and 
the Californian firecracker, 
Dichelostemma ida-maia. 

The pineapple plant, Eucomis 
bicolor, was judged this year’s 
summer bulb of the year by a 
panel of journalists and 
horticultural experts in an event 
organised by the Netherlands 
Flower Bulb Information Centre. 
Its striking pineapple-like tuft of 
colour, sitting above a rosette of 
wide, fleshy leaves, blooms in July 
and August. 

Plant eucomis in groups in 
spring, to rise out of gravel in a 
scree bed or grit at the front of a 
border. It looks lovely with cream 
and green variegated hostas and 
purple heucheras. 

While gladioli have earned 
themselves a reputation for being 
gaudy and difficult to place in a 
planting scheme, because their 
heavy spikes can look ungainly, 
some more subtle varieties are 
available. These include Gladiolus 
callianthus “Murielae”, which can 
be planted in April and May, 
either in deep pots or in good soil 
in the sun, producing deliciously 
fragrant delicate white petals with 
a deep burgundy blotch at the 
throat from August to October. 
Most summer-flowering bulbs, 
corms and tubers are sun lovers, 
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by Hannah Stephenson 

so are ideal for patio pots. Some, 
such as tuberous begonias, need 
to be started indoors as they are 
not frost hardy and can be moved 
outside once all danger of frost 
has passed. 

Tropical-looking cannas, which 
produce fleshy exotic leaves and 
spikes of vibrant flowers from 
early summer until mid-autumn, 
can also be planted in pots. 

Start with the plants indoors in 
early spring, although I tend to 
leave my pots of cannas near to 
the house, covered with a mulch 
of straw over the winter, and they 
still come back. 

They like plenty of water during 
the growing season and rich 
fertile soil, so grow them in large 
pots in John Innes No. 3 compost. 
Protect against slugs and snails, 
which love the young emerging 
leaves. 

Of course, the jewel in the crown 
of scent has to be the lily, with its 
impressive trumpets of blooms in 
many colours. Buy bulbs as soon 
as they appear in shops and keep 
them cold until you plant them. 
Ideally they should be planted in 
early spring before they dry out.

bulbs in your beds and borders, 
draw up a design plan before you 
start. You don’t want smaller 
bulbs being lost by larger 
perennials during the growing 
season. 

Some bulbs are perfect for 
rejuvenating beds where annuals 
are running out of steam and 
perennials like lupins and 
delphiniums have been and 
gone. Foxtail lilies (eremurus), 
which come in a range of 
colours, produce tall 
bottlebrushes of flowers in 
midsummer, growing from one 
to two metres. They look lovely 
amid plantings of grasses and 
light perennials like Verbena 
bonariensis. However, they do 
have to be planted in early 
autumn in a sunny, warm, 
sheltered area to protect against 
strong winds. They need winter 
cold to flower. 

Remember that most summer 
bulbs like heat, so a sunny spot is 
essential. They also need really 
good drainage, so add some grit 
or sand to the soil before 
planting. 

As a general rule, plant bulbs at 
three times their depth below the 
surface of the soil or compost, or 
follow instructions given on the 
packet. 

Some summer-flowering bulbs, 
such as dahlias, will need lifting 
at the end of the autumn and 
storing until next year. Others, 
such as the early summer¬ 
flowering allium, will go on for 
years with no fuss at all. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Magnolia 

These stunning deciduous or 
evergreen shrubs and trees pro¬ 
duce great saucers of star shaped 
white or pink flowers in early and 
mid-spring. Some are ideal grown 
as stand-alone focal points, 
although their flowering is short. 
The most impressive of the 
species is a tree, M. grandiflora, 
which will reach more than 20ft 
(6m) over a long period of time. 

It bears fragrant, creamy white 
blossoms between July and 
September. For spring flowers go 
for M. soulangiana, a spreading 
bush reaching more than lift 
(3.5m) high, bearing goblet¬ 
shaped purple-tinged flowers 
which open to white in April 
before the leaves. This one is 
perfect as a stand-alone 
specimen in a garden. 

If you’re after something more 
compact, go for the Star 
Magnolia, Magnolia stellata, a 
slow-growing deciduous shrub 
whose silky buds open to star¬ 
shaped white flowers in mid¬ 
spring. It grows to around 3m 
(9ft), has a neat habit and 
attractive leaves for summer. 
Magnolias need moist but well- 
drained, fertile, humus-rich soil 
in sun or dappled shade. April is 
the best month to plant them in 
a sheltered spot, away from cold 
winds. Don’t plant too deeply 
and water any new bush well if 
there is a drought. Each spring 
apply a mulch of well-rotted 
compost around the shrub.

CITY cars are now 
retaining a higher 
percentage of their 
value than large luxury 
vehicles for the first 
time, according to 
figures from Glass’s. 

Small vehicles such as 
the Ford Ka, Peugeot 107 
and Toyota Aygo are 
retaining an average 49.5 
per cent of their purchase 
price after three years and 
36,000 miles, which 
means they’re 

depreciating at a slower 
rate than any other type of 
vehicle in the UK. 

The effects of the 
recession means that 
small city cars have 
climbed from ninth place 
to top spot in just three 
years. 

“The improvement in 
values of city cars is all the 
more remarkable when 
you take into account the 
massive growth in the 
supply of three-year-old 
examples. Annual sales in 
2003 were 95,000, and by

2006 they had grown to 
162,000,” said Adrian 
Rushmore, managing 
editor at Glass’s. 

In contrast, luxury 
vehicles have been 
hardest hit in the 
downturn, with luxury 
saloons taking the biggest 
tumble. 

The biggest surprise 
came in the shape of large 
SUVs, which have only 
fallen one place in Glass’s 
new table of segment 
retained value, to second 


place. 

“Image is all-important 
in this segment,” said 
Rushmore. “Contrast the 
performance of prestige 
SUVs with those of their 
volume-brand 
equivalents, which have 
slipped from second to 
seventh place. These 
vehicles have increasingly 
fallen out of favour, a 
situation aggravated by a 
40 per cent increase in the 
availability of used 
examples.”

guideway to Kings Hedges Road Cambridge, and a 
potential further guideway spur to Chesterton Sidings 
and guideways from Cambridge Railway Station to the 
Trumpington Park and Ride site and to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. Services running along the Busway will also 
be able to access Cambridge city centre and 
elsewhere on-street. 

The quality partnership scheme prescribes standards 
of services for operators using the Guided Busway 
including standards in respect of vehicle age, vehicle 
characteristics and vehicle equipment, and operating 
standards including standards in respect of service 
punctuality, driver training, vehicle cleaning, safety and 
participation in a ticketing scheme. In exercise of 
specific powers under the Order, the quality 
partnership scheme also makes provision as to the 
frequency of services operating along the Busway.
